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1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and. 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Herbert (5,686,677) in view of Cipriani (4,951 ,543). 

Regarding claims 1 and 2, Herbert discloses the claimed invention of an acoustic 
guitar with a same structure arrangement (Fig. 1) except that means for anchoring the 
second end of the at least one string to the string block. The reference suggests an 
anchoring pin may penetrate the cross member/string block (Fig. 2), therefore, 
anchoring the string to the cross member. 

Cipriani teaches means for anchoring a second end of the at least one string 
(Fig. 6F) to a string block (54) below a soundboard (38) for providing greater exertion of 
force on the soundboard (col. 5, lines 21-23). It would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art to modify Herbert's instrument as taught by Cipriani to include 
means for anchoring the second end of the at least one string to the string block for the 
purpose of providing greater exertion offeree on the soundboard. 

Regarding claim 3, Herbert discloses the claimed invention except that at least 
one string is a steel string. 

Cipriani teaches a steel string for a guitar (col. 1 , line 50). It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to modify Herbert's instrument as taught 
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by Cipriani to include at least one string being a steel string. Steel string and nylon 
string are both strings being used for guitar, and is not an innovation or invention. 

Regarding claims 4 and 5, Herbert discloses the claimed invention (Figs. 1 and 

2). 

Regarding claims 6 and 7, it is obvious that Herbert in view of Cipriani disclose 
the claimed method steps recited in claims 6 and 7.
